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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. It is the 
examiner's position that the broadest reasonable interpretation of the language "application of a treatment agent" encompasses the 
application of heat to a print medium, as taught by Wilbur. Applicant now, in the after final amendment filed 10/17/2005, argues that the 
language "application of a treatment agent" does not encompass the application of heat to a print medium. The claims as written and 
given their broadest reasonable interpretation do not require the limitations in applicant's arguements. If the claims were amended to 
include the limitations, it would raise new issues. Applicant also argues that it is not dear whether the chemical in Doberenz contacts the 
ink in the air or if it contacts the print medium before the ink contacts the print medium. Paragraph [0028] of Doberenz states that a 
previously dispensed chemical causes the ink to dry on contact. In view of this teaching by Doberenz, it is clear that the chemical is 
dispensed onto the print medium before the ink is dispensed onto the print medium. 
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
